“Vested” Charter or Corporation
“mt’.\l

In our last issue we discussed and
settled negatively the question wheth-
er “Charters are Contracts.” We
showed that all corporations, whether
public or private, in their character,
are the creatures of legislative enact-
ment, and that they are endowed by
charter with certain privileges, on cer-
tain conditions antecedent.  There
are those who admit all this argument,
but attemupt to escape its logical con-
sequences in the control of private
corporations, which are minor to pub-
lic corporations, by alleging a doctrine
of “invested rights,” meaning there-
by invested charter, or corporate
rights.

This is a very specious and a very
deceptive idea. It catches many
minds by its sound and its plausible
exterior. It suggests property rights,
and hints &t a contract to sustain
them, which does not, and never did
exist. There is no more specious or
dangerous doctrine than the idea that
a corporation may, by some legerde-

main of investment, or vccupation and
operation of labor and capital, enlange
its privileges, cheat the general pub-
lic, or gain an advantage over the
state. This is simply the language and
idea of conquest: Whatsoever can be
taken and held becomes sacred by pos-
session: in other words, becomes *'in-
vested.” It applies as well to indi-
viduals, or a tribe, as it does to a pri-
vate corporation.

No such doctrine can be allowed in
civilized governments of cither the
monarchial or the republican form.
Here all rights and  powers pertaining
to the public welfare belong inaliena-
bly to the governed—to the state.
Corporations can noet obtain by char-
ter, nor by ony other process, any
right which is nut held at the will of |
thestate. No artificial person, how-

ever powerful or wealthy, can become

“mvested” legally, of any privelege,

or right, which is not to be held as a

trust, and forfeitable at any time the

state demands.  Ask  yourself, if an

mdividual, because rich ana powerful,

could arrest rights from the general

public, and by naming them vested

rights, call on the state to protect him

in his assumptions and robberies!  An |
artificial person, as a bank, or a rail- |
way company, has less natural rights |
than the individual: and, of course,

cannot do with impunity what would

be illegal or criminal in the citizen.

“But,” says the defenders of the
doetrine of vested mights for railw AYs,
“we deal with privileges.” Precisely.
Privileges are less than natural rights,
and are always proscribed; limited in
time and purpose. The privileges
permitted by charters still belong to
the state. Corporations are permitted
touse them for the public zood. In
doing 8o they acquire no possession
but that of usage for the public
woelfare. That usage may be forfeited
to the state by a failure to comply
with its conditions. 1s this not clear?

The object of the state in granting a
charior s Lot to ereate a rival, nor to
huild up wnd enrich anartificial person
at Jie expense of nataral persoms.

Certainly not, as against the public or
the state.

Possibly it might be
said that all should advise a selection
for Gen. Merritt's place of a man who,
without  superior  fitness, had
his country oreven his party con-
spictious  and exalted service. The
case in hand does not belong to either
of these classes. The vocation of Mr.

Untaxed Railroad Property.

The anti-monopoly leagues in Jer-
sey City number already 39,600 active
members. The purpose of the organ-
ization is to force railroads to share
the burdens of local taxation. Of the
magnificent natural water front Jer-
sey City owns but one public dock,
that at the foot of Morgan street.
With this single exception the rail-
roads have secured the whole water
front from Bergen point to Bull's
ferry, a distance of about ten miles.
The possession of the roads are not
confined to the river front; their yards
extend far inland and cover acres of
the most valuable parts of Jersey City
and Hoboken. A network of rails™at
the Central railroad yards
covers all that part of  Jer-
sey City known »< Communi-
paw. The network of tracks in the
Pennsylvania railroad yards practically
oloses Hudson, Greene, Washington,
and Plymouth streets to traffic. The
Erie railroad has closed all streets con-
tiguous to the river an even in the
heart of the city Freight and catlle
trains prevent the e for lon
periods at all hours L?fasgllg day. Aﬁ
these vast properties are practically
exempt from taxation for municipal
purposes. Some persons who have
estimated the value of this exempt
property put it down in Jersey City
alone ‘at neary one-half the vaiue of
all the property in the city, They
hold it to be worth £60,000,000. More
conservative estimates value it at from
£30,000,000 to $35,000,000.

The constitutional convention is to
meet in Trentonnext month, and the
matter will be put before its members
fer consideration. .

Tea.
8t. Louis Republican.

There was an unusually interesting
tea-party at New York last Saturday,
assembled to test the merits of some
samples of tea raised on the farm of
H. Jackson of McIntesh, Ga. Mr.
Jackson brought the plants with which
he made his experiment from India,
where he lived for sixteen years; they
were of the Assam varieties. The
party invited to taste the samples met
in the private office of a tea-importing
firm, and the tea was made at the ta-
ble where they sat, boiling water being
poured on in the presence of all
The tea was pronounced very good—
as good as the importing article,
being superior to it in strength
and flavor.  The India or Assam teas
are not well known in this country,
as they are sent chiefly to Engiand
where they are used to mix with China
teas of a lighter body. Commissioner
LeDue, who was a member of the
party, stated that he had been offered
the same price for the Georgia teas by
the cargo that the best India teas fetch
in London. The Georgia tea costs 16
to 20 cents a pound to produce. Some
apprehension was expressed that the
much greater cost of labor in this
country than in India and Chma
would be fatal to the cultivation of
the plant here on an extensive scale;
but, in reply to this, it is asserted that
machinery might be invented to do
the work of drying, rolling and cur-
ing, and thus materially reduce the
cost.
